some definition of the effects of 
streptomycin. 

“It had a favorable effect.on most 
progressive or stationary exudative 
Fulmonary lesions, the effect being 
most evident.in the first 60 to 90 

' days,” the editorial. states. ‘But 
rarely did it produce a ‘cure’ and of- 
ten relapse occurred on withdrawal, 
some times even whilst treatment 

“Was going -on. 

“The main value of ‘streptomycin 
in pulmonary tuberculosis appears to 
be as an ag@junct to other measures, 
especially in certain acute phases in 
preparing for sucgical measures, It 
should not be used in minimal cases.” 

Concerning the value of streptomy- 

’ cin if treatment.of the disease in 
other parts of the’ body, the Journal 
says that in tuberculous sinuses “the 
effects have been strikingly favor; 
able,” and that perhaps “the type of 
disease which responds most satis- 
factorily is the ulcerative form of 
trachebronchial and laryngeal tuber- 
culosis.” ‘ 

Miliary tuberculosis (acute gener- 
alized tuberculosis) was said to be 
amenable to streptomycin treatment 
and “it is felt that its mortality will 
be definitely lowered.” y 

“The disadvantages Of streptomycin 
are’ accentuated in tuberculosis be- 
cause of the length of the time it 
has to be used,” the Journal editorial 
comments, adding that there is some 
toxic reaction. - : 


The. Journal says, however, that 
the whole subject is receiving inten- 
sive gtudy and the, outlook is very 
well ‘summed up in the concluding 
‘sentence of the Journal of the Am- 
erican Medical Association's report: 

“The slight and not entirely .safe 
‘erutch provided now by streptomy- 
cin to a limited section of the tuber- 
culous may be replaced by a stronger 
instrument or a new pair of legs for 
the entire group.”

These statements were made with 
reference to complaints that “free 
lance” U.S. machinery agents are 
importing and ‘adtertising U.S. made 
farm. machinery at prices high above 
the Canadian manufacturers’ _ list 
prices. There never has been a ban 
on imports of used machinery from 
the U.S. even during the war. 

The outcry has arisen from two 
sources — Canadian manufacturers 
and the Canadian revenue depart- 
ment which sees Canada’s precarious 
supply of U.S. dollars being depleted 
by purchases of U.S. machinery 
which duplicates that made in Can- 
ada. For the two months of January 
and February, 1948, nearly $20,000,- 
000 of such U.S. farm machinery 
was imported against about $13,500,- 
000 in the same period of 1946 and 
only about $2,000,000 in January and 
February, 1945.
